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INTRODUCTION 

To own a vacation cabin in some invigorating niche of the woods is one 
of the dreams of life. The longing to escape dull routine manifests itself in 
the glorious springtime and persists tenaciously through the torrid months 
of summer. Year after year the longing returns and the cabin in the woods 
remains "a dream," but once the dream materializes and the cabin is erected, 
be it ever so small, the monotony of life vanishes forever. Close to nature, 
one experiences the thrill of the outdoors and a well deserved freedom from 
all life's cares and petty worries. 

The ideas presented herein come from a number of vacation resorts. 
It is the author's hope and intent, through his experience in the drafting 
room and in the building of cabins, to present in this form, a helpful solu- 
tion to your problems and the realization of your dreams. 

When we consider carefully the requirements of a vacation cabin, a 
number of desirable qualities present themselves. First, the location should 
be easily accessible; the cabin should be well built and suitable for the year 
round; it should be efficient and conveniently arranged, and it should not 



require a too large investment. While suggesting the atmosphere of pioneer- 
ing, the cabin should have all the so-called modern conveniences available 
and finally, it should be a cozy retreat, furnished for comfort, complete re- 
laxation and rest. 

Shown in these pages are a number of etchings of frame and log cabins, 
plan sketches, rustic furniture and many suggestions of importance in plan- 
ning the cabin. 

An estimate of the cost of construction following page 37 answers 
approximately the question "What will it cost?" This estimate will give a 
more definite idea as to cost than has heretofore been available. 

It is the earnest desire of the author that you will benefit by the high- 
lights of his experience with vacation cabins as set forth in this booklet.

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You will find the table above very valuable In 
comparing sizes and costs of the various cabins, 
as the estimates listed are figured on the same 
basis. To compare values properly it is necessary 
that all cabins be considered as if built on level 
ground with properly spaced piers for support. 
This estimate includes, besides the completely 
erected cabin itself, fireplaces and chimneys, walls 
enclosing bath rooms, and all rustic decorations 
where shown in sketches. Not included in esti- 
mates are such accessories to the above as con- 
tinuous foundations, basement rooms, furnishings, 
screens, painting, plumbing and electric wiring. 
Under the most favorable conditions these cabins 
should be built as shown in detail for the prices 



listed, making the necessary allowance for local- 
ity. Building costs, you will find, vary greatly in 
different sections of the country due to location 
of site, labor costs, accessibility, quality and price 
of materials. Consult your carpenter for figures 
suitable to your locality.
